United States Missions j provision should also be made for complete 
instruction in these matters before a new Chief of Mission assumes 
Mo duties at Ms post. It is the responsibility of each agency 
concerned to participate in th© indoctrination of each Chief of 
Mission and take steps within the agency to instruct its personnel 
as to the authority of the Chief of Mission and aa to the necessity 
of keeping hi® fully iafteasd concerning current and prospective 
program and administrative activities. 

Step* should also he taken to provide the Chief of Mission vith 
the necessary staff assistance so h® can fully carry cut the assigned 
tasks. The Director of th® Bureau of the Budget is requested (1) to 
take the lead, in consultation with the Department of State and other 
interested agencies, in developing the most appropriate method of 
providing the required staff facilities at the country level, and of 
estab l ishin g such arrangements in Washington, as say be necessary to 
enable each Chief cf Mission to carry out effectively hi a responsi- 
bilities as the representative of the President, aad (2) to present 
to the President appropriate reecBaendatians vith respect to such 
facilities and arrangements.
